Hamilton, be placed on the commis-

Rev. Dr. Nelson after telling of his 


efforts in Ottawa and before the On- 
tario legislature announced bluntly: 
Would Hold Office 

“T want to ‘be on this commission. 
That is a childlike statement, but it 
is frank. I want to tbe there to face 
Leslie Pidgeon, of Winnipeg, when he 
is gn the other side of the table and 
to face R. J. Wilson, of Toronto, in 
the same place. The press has been 
used to malign me in this country and 
telegrams were sent out against me. 
I want to see that, on that commission. 
we will not wilt. I think I can appeal 
to that commission as successfully as 
I did to the Ottawa senate and to the 
Ontario legislature.” 

Dr. Nelson told how he had labored 
with the senators at Ottawa to get the 
ballot vote and how he had coached 
Col. J. A. Currie, M.L.A., and M, M. 
McBride, M.L.A., in getting an amend- 
ment in the Ontario legislature. He 
had even lobbied Premier Ferguson, 
he stated. 

The request to be put on the com- 
mission and the imside story of the 
“lobby” of Dr. Nelson at» Toronto and 
Ottawa, created mixed feeling. of ap- 
proval and astonishment in the as- 
Cr ing Senge RENAN acer 
Ont., -who recommen- 
dations of the committee, rose to re- 
mark that ‘the church fully appreciat- 
ed the services of Dr. Nélson but that 
the comniittee was not prepared to 
change its recommendations. 

Offer Objection 

Thomas McMillan said that one of 
the suggested commissioners could not 
work with Dr. Nelson as he had heard 
him say that he would be on the com- 
mission if he had to nominate himself, 


“With characteristic -modesty, Dr. 
Nelsov: has nominated himself,” said 
Rev. Stewart Parker, Toronto, ‘and 


he has set forth his claims to save the 
church. There are many others who 
might set forth claims to having some 
share, but they are saying nothing 
about it.” 

The motion that the report be re- 
ferred back was lost on a vote by a 
show of hands. However, Dr. Neijson

Sir William's latest agreement with 
the Canadian government was for the 
establishment of a transatlantic line 
of ten steamers between Britain and 
Canada, Under the contract, which 
vas signed late last year by Sir Wil- 
liam and by Hon. T.A., Low as repre- 
senting the Canadian government, Sir 

| William was to receive a subsidy of 
£275,000 and the Canadian gove 
ment was to control the rates. It was 
provided in the contract that it would 
come into effect only on approval by 
partiament. 

There was strong opposition to the 
contract and ft was referred to a 
special committee of the house. By 
a dramatic coincidence, the’ commit- 
tee reported its findings to the house 
only aoout an hour before Sir Wil- 
Ham was stricken. While not specif- 
ically recommending that the subsidy 
he not granted, the committee in ita 
report took the ground that opportun- 
‘ty should be given to Sir William to 
demonstrate the practicability of the 
corrugated vessels—a new type of 
steamer which he proposed to utilise 
in the service This recommendation 
was interpreted in political circles as 
involving a holding of the contract.
